1 . ALTHOUGH STILL NOT ABLE GET TO ANYONE IN GOE WHO 
COULD CONFIRM THEIR POSITION ON BALANCED RESOLUTION, 

I FULLY ENDORSE AMB. BUFFUM' S ANALYSIS OF THE CON- 
SEQUENCES OF A US VETO OF UNBALANCED RESOLUTION 
( BEIRUT 4307). ONE COULD ARGUE THAT US- EGYPTIAN 
RELATIONS ARE IN SUCH SORRY STATE THAT US VOTE, ES- 
PECIALLY VETO, COULD NOT MAKE THEM WORSE. BUT A 
VETO- AND EVEN ABSTENTION, DEPENDING OF COURSE ON THE 
RES AND ITS NEGOTIATING HISTORY, COULD BE ONE MORE 
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OBSTACLE TO EVENTUAL CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE. I WOULD 
NOT GO SO FAR AS TO SAY GOE WOULD ALTER ITS CURRENT 
POLICY OF TRYING CIRCUMSCRIBE PHYSICAL DAMAGE TO US 
PERSONNEL AND PROPERTY IN EGYPT. BUT THERE IS NO 
DOUBT THAT POLICY WOULD COME UNDER PRESSURE FROM OTHER 
ARABS AND GOE MIGHT FIND IT HAD LITTLE TO WORK WITH 
IN RESISTING IT. 

2. I HAVE ASKED TO SEE ACTING FONMIN HATEM AS WELL 
AS UNDERSEC SHOUKRI. THEY HAVE REFERRED US TO HEAD 
OF NORTH AMERICAN DESK SAAD KHALIL. WITH ZAYYAT IN 
NEW YORK, MOST CURRENT AND AUTHORITATIVE EXPRESSIONS 
OF GOE POSITION AND TACTICSIAIN UNSC CAN PROBABLY 
BEST COME FROM HIM. IN THIS CONNECTION. WE NOTE PRESS 
REPORTS HE SAID IN TRANSIT THROUGH ROME HE DOES NOT 
KNOW WHETHER US WAS INVOLVED IN BEIRUT RAID, THOUGH 
HE WAS CERTAIN ARMS ISRAELIS USED WERE US- MADE. WE 
SHALL TRY TO SCOTCH THIS EVASION OF OUR DENIALS. EVEN 
SO, HOWEVER, US POSITION AND TACTICS SEEM FROM HERE 
TO HAVE THE PROBLEM ( IMPLICIT IN KHALIL' S RESPONSES 

TO SISCO- STATE 68941) OF ACHIEVING BEST MIX OF CON- 
DEMNATION OF TERROR WITHOUT GETTING SIDETRACKED TO 
DISCUSSION OF THE BIG LIE.” A BALANCED CONDEMNATION 
OF ALL TERROR WOULD PRESUMABLY BE SUITABLE VEHICLE FOR 
A US STANCE THAT WOULD MOLLIFY ARABS; BUT THE MORE 
WE FOCUS PUBLICLY ON THE LIE, THE MORE WE FUEL THE 
ANGRY FLAMES IN THESE PARTS. AS ZAYYAT' S REPORTED 
COMMENT SUGGESTS, SUPPLY OF US WEAPONS TO ISRAEL 
WILL STILL BE PERCEIVED AS A BASIC FACTOR IN ARAB- 
US RELATIONS EVEN AFTER WE COPE WITH EPISODES IN- 
VOLVING THEIR USE. 

3. SPANISH AMBASSADOR ALABART WAS SEEING HAFEZ 
ISMAIL SATURDAY, SO I BRIEFED HIM ON USG REPRESENTA- 
TIONS ON THE BIG LIE. ALABART SAID HE WOULD MENTION 
MATTER TO ISMAIL WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO DESIRABILITY 
OF AVOIDING INCITEMENT TO VIOLENCE AGAINST AMERICANS.
